“(f) SCHOOL INTERVENTION AND SUPPORT.—For
the purpose of carrying out section 1114, there are au-
thorized to be appropriated such sums as may be nec-
essary for each of fiscal years 2016 through 2021.”.

“(v1) involve multiple up-to-date meas-
ures of student academic achievement, in-
cluding measures that assess higher-order
thinking skills and understanding, which
may include measures of student academic
erowth and may be partially delivered in
the form of portfolios, projects, or ex-
tended performance tasks;

“(vi1) provide for—

“(I) the participation in such as-
sessments of all students;

“(IT) the appropriate accom-
modations for children with disabil-
ities and students with a disability

who are provided accommodations
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under another Act, necessary to meas-
ure the academic achievement of such
children relative to the challenging
State academic standards;

“(ITT) the inclusion of KEnglish
learners, who shall be assessed in a
valid and reliable manner and pro-
vided appropriate accommodations on
assessments administered to such stu-
dents under this paragraph, imcluding,
to the extent practicable, assessments
in the language and form most likely
to yield accurate data on what such
students know and can do in academic
content areas, until such students
have achieved English language pro-
ficiency, as determined under para-
graph (1)(F);

“(vii1) at the State’s choosing—

“(I) be administered through a
single summative assessment; or

“(IT) be administered through
multiple statewide assessments during
the course of the year if the State can

demonstrate that the results of these
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multiple assessments, taken in their

totality, provide a summative score

that provides valid and reliable infor-
mation on individual student achieve-
ment or growth;

“(ix) notwithstanding clause (vii)(III),
provide for assessments (using tests in
English) of reading or language arts of
any student who has attended school in the
United States (not including the Common-
wealth of Puerto Rico) for 3 or more con-
secutive school years, except that if the
local educational agency determines, on a
case-by-case 1individual basis, that aca-
demic assessments in another language or
form would likely yield more accurate and
reliable information on what such student
knows and can do, the local educational
agency may make a determination to as-
sess such student in the appropriate lan-
ouage other than English for a period that
does not exceed 2 additional consecutive
years, provided that such student has not
vet reached a level of English language

proficiency sufficient to yield valid and reli-
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able information on what such student
knows and can do on tests (written in
English) of reading or language arts;

“(x) produce individual student inter-
pretive, descriptive, and diagnostic reports,
consistent with clause (iii), that allow par-
ents, teachers, principals, and other school
leaders to understand and address the spe-
cific academic needs of students, and in-
clude information regarding achievement
on academic assessments aligned with chal-
lenging State academic achievement stand-
ards, and that are provided to parents,
teachers, principals, and other school lead-
ers as soon as 18 practicable after the as-
sessment 1s given, in an understandable
and uniform format, and, to the extent
practicable, in a language that the parents
can understand;

“(x1) enable results to be

disageregated within each State, local edu-

cational agency, and school, by
“(I) each major racial and ethnic

group;
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“(IT) economically disadvantaged
students as compared to students who
are not economically disadvantaged;

“(IIT) children with disabilities as
compared to children without disabil-
1ties;

“(IV) English proficiency status;

“(V) gender; and

“(VI) migrant status;

“(xi1) enable itemized score analyses
to be produced and reported, consistent
with clause (iii), to local educational agen-
cies and schools, so that parents, teachers,
principals, other school leaders, and ad-
ministrators can interpret and address the
specific academic needs of students as indi-
cated by the students’ achievement on as-
sessment items; and

“(xii1) be developed, to the extent
practicable, using the principles of wuni-
versal design for learning.

“(C) EXCEPTION TO DISAGGREGATION.—

Notwithstanding subparagraph (B)(xi), the

disageregated results of assessments shall not
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be required in the case of a local educational
agency or school if—

“(1) the number of students in a cat-
egory  described under  subparagraph
(B)(x1) is insufficient to yield statistically
reliable information; or

“(11) the results would reveal person-
ally identifiable information about an indi-
vidual student.

“(D) ALTERNATE ASSESSMENTS FOR STU-
DENTS WITH THE MOST SIGNIFICANT COG-
NITIVE DISABILITIES.—

“(1) ALTERNATE ASSESSMENTS
ALIGNED WITH ALTERNATE ACADEMIC

ACHIEVEMENT STANDARDS.—A State may

provide for alternate assessments aligned
with the challenging State academic con-
tent standards and alternate academic
achievement standards described in para-
oraph (1)(E) for students with the most
significant  cognitive disabilities, if the
State—
“(I) ensures that for each sub-
ject, the total number of students as-

sessed in such subject using the alter-

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nate assessments does not exceed 1
percent of the total number of all stu-
dents in the State who are assessed in
such subject;

“(II) establishes and monitors
implementation of clear and appro-
priate guidelines for individualized
education program teams (as defined
in section 614(d)(1)(B) of the Individ-
uals with Disabilities Education Act)
to apply in determining, individually
for each subject, when a child’s sig-
nificant cognitive disability justifies
assessment based on alternate aca-
demic achievement standards;

“(III) ensures that, consistent
with the requirements of the Individ-
uals with Disabilities Education Act,
parents are involved in the decision to
use the alternate assessment for their
child;

“(IV) ensures that, consistent
with the requirements of the Individ-
uals with Disabilities Education Act,

students with the most significant
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cognitive disabilities are involved in
and make progress in the general edu-
cation curriculum;

“(V) describes in the State plan
the appropriate accommodations pro-
vided to ensure access to the alternate
assessment;

“(VI) deseribes in the State plan
the steps the State has taken to incor-
porate universal design for learning,
to the extent feasible, in alternate as-
sessments;

“(VII) ensures that general and
special education teachers and other
appropriate staff know how to admin-
ister assessments, including making
appropriate use of accommodations, to
children with disabilities;

“(VIII) develops, disseminates in-
formation on, and promotes the use of
appropriate accommodations to 1in-
crease the number of students with
significant cognitive disabilities par-
ticipating in academic instruction and

assessments and increase the number
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of students with significant cognitive
disabilities who are tested against
challenging State academic achieve-
ment standards; and

“(IX) ensures that students who
take alternate assessments based on
alternate academic achievement stand-
ards are not precluded from attempt-
ing to complete the requirements for a
regular high school diploma.
“(i1) STUDENTS WITH THE MOST SIG-

NIFICANT COGNITIVE  DISABILITIES.—In

determining the achievement of students in
the State accountability system, a State
educational agency shall include, for all
schools in the State, the performance of
the State’s students with the most signifi-
cant cognitive disabilities on alternate as-
sessments as deseribed in this subpara-
eraph in the subjects included in the
State’s accountability system, consistent
with the 1 percent limitation of clause
(D).

“(E) STATE AUTHORITY.—If a State edu-

cational agency provides evidence, which is sat-
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isfactory to the Secretary, that neither the
State educational agency nor any other State
eovernment official, agency, or entity has suffi-
cient authority, under State law, to adopt chal-
lenging State academic standards, and aca-
demic assessments aligned with such standards,
which will be applicable to all students enrolled

“(F) LANGUAGE ASSESSMENTS.—ach
State plan shall identify the languages other
than English that are present to a significant
extent in the participating student population of
the State and indicate the languages for which
annual student academic assessments are not
available and are needed, and such State shall
make every effort to develop such assessments
as necessary.

“(&) ASSESSMENTS OF ENGLISH LAN-
GUAGE PROFICIENCY.—Each State plan shall
demonstrate that local educational agencies in
the State will provide for an annual assessment
of English proficiency, which is valid, reliable,
and consistent with relevant nationally recog-
nized professional and technical testing stand-
ards measuring students’ speaking, listening,

reading, and writing skills in English, of all

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children who are English learners in the schools
served by the State educational agency.

“(H) DEFERRAL.—A State may defer the
commencement, or suspend the administration,
but not cease the development, of the assess-
ments described in this paragraph, for 1 year

“(1) IN GENERAL.—Except as pro-
vided in clause (ii), nothing in this para-
oraph shall be construed to prohibit a
State from developing and administering
computer adaptive assessments as the as-

“(M) the State educational agency will as-
sess the system for collecting data from local
educational agencies, and the technical assist-
ance provided to local educational agencies on
data collection, and will evaluate the need to
upgrade or change the system and to provide
additional support to help minimize the burden
on local educational agencies related to report-
ing data required for the annual State report
card described in subsection (d)(1) and annual
local educational agency report cards deseribed

in subsection (d)(2).

Technical Assistance Act, the NAEP Authoriza-
tion Act, the McKinney-Vento Homeless Assist-
ance Act, and the Adult Education and Family
Literacy Act.
“(2) CONSOLIDATED APPLICATION.—The plan
may be submitted as part of a consolidated applica-
tion under section 9305.

“(3) STATE REVIEW AND APPROVAL.

“(A) IN GENERAL.—Each local educational
agency plan shall be filed according to a sched-
ule established by the State educational agency.

“(B) ArrProvAL.—The State educational
agency shall approve a local educational agen-
cy’s plan only if the State educational agency
determines that the local educational agency’s
plan meets the requirements of this part and
enables children served under this part to meet
the challenging State academic standards de-

scribed in section 1111(b)(1).
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“(4) DuraTioN.—Each local educational agen-
cy plan shall be submitted for the first year for
which this part is in effect following the date of en-
actment of the Every Child Achieves Act of 2015
and shall remain in effect for the duration of the
agency’s participation under this part.

“(5) REViEwW.—Each local educational agency
shall periodically review and, as necessary, revise its
plan to reflect changes in the local educational agen-
cy’s strategies and programs under this part.

“(6) RENEWAL.—A local educational agency
that desires to continue participating in a program
under this part shall submit a renewed plan on a
periodic basis, as determined by the State.

“(b) PLAN PROVISIONS.—To ensure that all children

receive a high-quality education that prepares them for
postsecondary education or the workforce without the need
for postsecondary remediation, and to close the achieve-
ment gap between children meeting the challenging State
academic standards and those who are not, each local edu-
cational agency plan shall describe—
“(1) how the local educational agency will work
with each of the schools served by the agency so that
students meet the challenging State academic stand-

ards by—
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“(A) developing and implementing a com-
prehensive program of instruction to meet the
academic needs of all students;

“(B) identifying quickly and effectively
students who may be at risk for academic fail-
ure;

“(C) providing additional educational as-
sistance to individual students determined as
needing help in meeting the challenging State
academic standards;

“(D) identifying significant gaps in stu-
dent academic achievement and graduation
rates between each of the categories of stu-
dents, as defined in section 1111(b)(3)(A), and
developing strategies to reduce such gaps in
achievement and graduation rates; and

“(E) identifying and implementing evi-
dence-based methods and instructional strate-
oies intended to strengthen the academic pro-
oram of the school and improve school climate;

“(2) how the local educational agency will mon-

itor and evaluate the effectiveness of school pro-
orams 1n improving student academic achievement

and academic growth, if applicable, especially for
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students not meeting the challenging State academic
standards;

“(3) how the local educational agency will—

“(A) ensure that all teachers and para-
professionals working in a program supported
with funds under this part meet applicable

State certification and licensure requirements,

including alternative certification requirements;

and

“(B) identify and address, as required
under State plans as described in section
1111(c)(1)(F), any disparities that result in
low-income students and minority students
being taught at higher rates than other stu-
dents by ineffective, inexperienced, and out-of-
field teachers;

“(4) the actions the local educational agency
will take to assist schools identified as in need of
intervention and support under section 1114, includ-
ing the lowest-performing schools in the local edu-
cational agency, and schools identified for other rea-
sons, including schools with categories of students,
as defined in section 1111(b)(3)(A), not meeting the

“(5) the poverty criteria that will be used to se-
lect school attendance areas under section 1113;

“(6) the programs to be conducted by such
agency’s schools under section 1113, and where ap-
propriate, educational services outside such schools
for children living in local institutions for neglected
or delinquent children, and for neglected and delin-
quent children in community day school programs;

“(7) the services the local educational agency
will provide homeless children, including services
provided with funds reserved under section
1113(a)(4)(A)(1);

“(8) the strategy the local educational agency
will use to implement effective parent and family en-
cagement under section 1115;

“(9) if applicable, how the local educational
agency will coordinate and integrate services pro-
vided under this part with preschool educational
services at the local educational agency or individual
school level, such as Head Start programs, the lit-
eracy program under part D of title I, State-funded
preschool programs, and other community-based

early childhood education programs, including plans
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for the transition of participants in such programs
to local elementary school programs;

“(10) how the local educational agency will co-
ordinate programs and integrate services under this
part with other Federal, State, tribal, and local serv-
ices and programs, including programs supported
under this Act, the Carl D. Perkins Career and
Technical Education Act of 2006, the Individuals
with Disabilities Education Act, the Rehabilitation
Act of 1973, the Head Start Act, the Child Care
and Development Block Grant Act of 1990, the
Workforece Innovation and Opportunity Aect, the
MecKinney-Vento Homeless Assistance Act, and the
Education Sciences Reform Aect of 2002, violence
prevention programs, nutrition programs, and hous-
Ing programs;

“(11) how teachers and school leaders, in con-
sultation with parents, administrators, paraprofes-
sionals, and specialized instructional support per-
sonnel, in schools operating a targeted assistance
school program under section 1113, will identify the
eligible children most in need of services under this
part;

“(12) in the case of a local educational agency

that proposes to use funds under this part to sup-
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port a multi-tiered system of supports, positive be-
havioral interventions and supports, or early inter-
vening services, how the local educational agency will
provide such activities and services and coordinate
them with similar activities and services carried out
under the Individuals with Disabilities Education
Act in schools served by the local educational agen-
¢y, including by providing technical assistance, train-
ing, and evaluation of the activities and services;

“(13) how the local educational agency will pro-
vide opportunities for the enrollment, attendance,
and success of homeless children and youths con-
sistent with the requirements of the McKinney-
Vento Homeless Assistance Act and the services the
local educational agency will provide homeless chil-
dren and youths;

“(14) how the local educational agency will im-
plement strategies to facilitate effective transitions
for students from middle school to high school and
from high school to postsecondary education;

“(15) how the local educational agency will ad-
dress school discipline issues, which may include
identifying and supporting schools with significant
discipline disparities, or high rates of disecipline,

disageregated by each of the categories of students,
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as defined in section 1111(b)(3)(A), including by
providing technical assistance on effective strategies
to reduce such disparities and high rates;

“(16) how the local educational agency will ad-
dress school climate issues, which may include iden-
tifying and improving performance on school climate
indicators related to student achievement and pro-
viding technical assistance to schools; and

“(17) any other information on how the local
educational agency proposes to use funds to meet
the purposes of this part, and that the local edu-
cational agency determines appropriate to provide,
which may include how the local educational agency
will—

“(A) assist schools in identifying and serv-
ing gifted and talented students; and
“(B) encourage the offering of a variety of
well-rounded education experiences to students.
“(e) ASSURANCES.—Each local educational agency
plan shall provide assurances that the local educational
agency will—

“(1) ensure that migratory children and for-

merly migratory children who are eligible to receive

services under this part are selected to receive such
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services on the same basis as other children who are
selected to receive services under this part;

“(2) provide services to eligible children attend-
ing private elementary schools and secondary schools
in accordance with section 1116, and timely and
meaningful consultation with private school officials
regarding such services;

“(3) participate, if selected, in the National As-
sessment of Hducational Progress in reading and
mathematics in grades 4 and 8 carried out under
section 303(b)(3) of the National Assessment of
Educational Progress Authorization Act; and

“(4) coordinate and integrate services provided
under this part with other educational services at
the local educational agency or individual school
level, such as services for English learners, children
with disabilities, migratory children, American In-
dian, Alaska Native, and Native Hawaiian children,
and homeless children, in order to increase program
effectiveness, eliminate duplication, and reduce frag-
mentation of the instructional program.

“(d) PARENTS RIGHT-TO-KNOW.—

“(1) TEACHER QUALIFICATIONS.
“(A) IN GENERAL.—At the beginning of

each school year, a local educational agency
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that receives funds under this part shall notify
the parents of ecach student attending any
school receiving funds under this part that the
parents may request, and the agency will pro-
vide the parents on request (and in a timely
manner), information regarding the professional
qualifications of the student’s classroom teach-
ers, including at a minimum, the following:

“(1) Whether the teacher has met
State qualification and licensing criteria
for the grade levels and subject areas in
which the teacher provides instruction.

“(i1) Whether the teacher is teaching
under emergency or other provisional sta-
tus through which State qualification or li-
censing criteria have been waived.

“(111) The field of discipline of the cer-
tification of the teacher.

“(iv) Whether the child is provided
services by paraprofessionals and, if so,
their qualifications.

“(B) ADDITIONAL INFORMATION.—In ad-
dition to the information that parents may re-
quest under subparagraph (A), a school that re-

ceives funds under this part shall provide to
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each individual parent of a child who is a stu-

dent in such school, with respect to such stu-

dent—

“(1) information on the level of
achievement and academic growth of the
student, if applicable and available, on
each of the State academic assessments re-
quired under this part; and

“(i1) timely notice that the student
has been assigned, or has been taught for
4 or more consecutive weeks by, a teacher
who does not meet applicable State certifi-
cation or licensure requirements at the
orade level and subject area in which the

teacher has been assigned.

“(2) LANGUAGE INSTRUCTION.—

“(A) NoricE.—Each local educational

agency using funds under this part or title I1I

to provide a language instruction educational

program as determined under title III shall, not

later than 30 days after the beginning of the

school year, inform a parent or parents of a

child who is an English learner identified for

participation or participating in such a pro-

oram, of—
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“(1) the reasons for the identification
of their child as an English learner and in
need of placement in a language instruc-
tion educational program;

“(i1) the child’s level of English pro-
ficiency, how such level was assessed, and
the status of the child’s academic achieve-
ment;

“(111) the methods of instruction used
in the program in which their child is, or
will be participating, and the methods of
instruction used 1n other available pro-
erams, including how such programs differ
in content, instructional goals, and the use
of English and a native language in in-
struction;

“(iv) how the program in which their
child 1s, or will be participating, will meet
the educational strengths and needs of
their child;

“(v) how such program will specifi-
cally help their child learn KEnglish and
meet age-appropriate academic achieve-
ment standards for grade promotion and

oraduation;
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“(v1) the specific exit requirements for
the program, including the expected rate of
transition from such program into class-
rooms that are not tailored for children
who are English learners, and the expected
rate of graduation from high school (in-
cluding 4-year adjusted cohort graduation
rates and extended-year adjusted cohort
oraduation rates for such program) if
funds under this part are used for children
in high schools;

“(vi1) in the case of a child with a dis-
ability, how such program meets the objec-
tives of the individualized education pro-
eram of the child, as described in section
614(d) of the Individuals with Disabilities
Education Act; and

“(vii) information pertaining to pa-
rental rights that includes written guid-
ance—

“(I) detailing the right that par-
ents have to have their child imme-
diately removed from such program

upon their request;
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“(IT) detailing the options that
parents have to decline to enroll their
child in such program or to choose an-
other program or method of instruc-
tion, if available; and

“(III) assisting parents in select-
iIng among various programs and
methods of instruction, if more than 1
program or method is offered by the
eligible entity.

“(B) SPECIAL RULE APPLICABLE DURING
THE SCHOOL YEAR.—For those children who
have not been identified as English learners
prior to the beginning of the school year but are
identified as English learners during such
school year, the local educational agency shall
notify the children’s parents during the first 2
weeks of the child being placed in a language
mstruction educational program consistent with
subparagraph (A).

“(C) PARENTAL PARTICIPATION.—Each
local educational agency receiving funds under
this part and title ITI shall implement an effec-
tive means of outreach to parents of children

who are English learners to inform the parents
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how the parents can be involved in the edu-

cation of their children, and be active partici-

pants 1n assisting their children to attain

English proficiency, achieve at high levels in

core academic subjects, and meet the chal-

lenging State academic standards expected of
all students, including holding, and sending no-
tice of opportunities for, regular meetings for
the purpose of formulating and responding to
recommendations from parents of students as-

sisted under this part and title III.

“(D) BASIS FOR ADMISSION OR EXCLU-

excluded from, any federally assisted education
program on the basis of a surname or language-
minority status.

“(3) NOTICE AND FORMAT.—The notice and in-
formation provided to parents under this subsection
shall be in an understandable and uniform format
and, to the extent practicable, provided in a lan-
ouage that the parents can understand.

613(a)(2)(D) of such Act), or any discretionary
ogrant program administered by the Secretary,
to support schoolwide programs if the intent
and purposes of such other programs are met.

“(B) REQUIREMENTS.—A  school that

chooses to use funds from such other programs
shall not be relieved of the requirements relat-
ing to health, safety, civil rights, student and
parental participation and involvement, services
to private school children, comparability of serv-
ices, maintenance of effort, uses of Federal
funds to supplement, not supplant non-Federal
funds (in accordance with the method of deter-
mination described in section 1117), or the dis-
tribution of funds to State educational agencies
or local educational agencies that apply to the
receipt of funds from such programs.

“(C) RECORDS.—A school that chooses to

consolidate and use funds from different Fed-

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eral programs under this paragraph shall not be
required to maintain separate fiscal accounting
records, by program, that identify the specific
activities supported by those particular funds as
long as the school maintains records that dem-
onstrate that the schoolwide program, consid-

“(5) PRESCHOOL PROGRAMS.—A school that
operates a schoolwide program under this subsection
may use funds made available under this part to es-
tablish, expand, or enhance preschool programs for
children aged 5 or younger.
“(d) TARGETED ASSISTANCE SCHOOL PROGRAMS.—
“(1) IN GENERAL.—Each school selected to re-
ceive funds under subsection (a)(3) for which the
local educational agency serving such school, based
on the results of the comprehensive needs assess-
ment conducted under subsection (b)(2), determines
the school shall operate a targeted assistance school

program, may use funds received under this part

only for programs that provide services to eligible

“(2) TARGETED ASSISTANCE SCHOOL PRO-
GRAM.—Each school operating a targeted assistance
school program shall develop a plan, in consultation
with the local educational agency and other individ-

“(A) a description of the results of the
comprehensive needs assessments of the entire
school required under subsection (b)(2);

“(B) a description of the process for deter-
mining which students will be served and the
students to be served;

“(C) a description of how the activities
supported under this part will be coordinated
with and incorporated into the regular edu-
cation program of the school;

“(D) a description of how the program will
serve participating students identified under

subparagraph (B), including by

“(1) using resources under this part,
such as support for programs, activities,
and courses in core academic subjects to
help participating children meet the chal-

lenging State academic standards;

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“(11) using methods and instructional
strategies that are evidence-based to

“(vi) if applicable, coordinating and
integrating Federal, State, and local serv-
ices and programs, such as programs sup-
ported under this Act, violence prevention
programs, nutrition programs, housing
programs, Head Start programs, adult
education programs, career and technical
education, and intervention and supports
in schools identified as in need of interven-
tion and support under section 1114; and
“(E) assurances that the school will—

“(i) help provide an accelerated, high-
quality curriculum;

“(i1) minimize removing children from

the regular classroom during regular
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school hours for instruction provided under
this part; and

“(iil) on an ongoing basis, review the
progress of participating children and re-
vise the plan under this section, if nec-
essary, to provide additional assistance to
enable such children to meet the chal-

lenging State academic standards.

“(3) ELIGIBLE CHILDREN.—

“(A) ELIGIBLE POPULATION.—

“(1) IN GENERAL.—The eligible popu-
lation for services under this subsection
shall be—

“(I) children not older than age

21 who are entitled to a free public

education through grade 12; and

“(IT) children who are not yet at

a grade level at which the local edu-

cational agency provides a free public

education.

“(11) ELIGIBLE CHILDREN FROM ELI-

CHILDREN.—A child who, at any time in
the 2 years preceding the year for which
the determination is made, participated in
a IHead Start program, the literacy pro-
oram under part D of title II, or in pre-
school services under this title, is eligible

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“(111) MIGRANT CHILDREN.—A child
who, at any time in the 2 years preceding
the year for which the determination is
made, received services under part C is eli-
eible for services under this subsection.

“(iv) NEGLECTED OR DELINQUENT
CHILDREN.—A child in a local institution
for neglected or delinquent children and
youth or attending a community day pro-
oeram for such children is eligible for serv-
ices under this subsection.

“(v) HOMELESS CHILDREN.—A child
who 1s homeless and attending any school
served by the local educational agency is
eligible for services under this subsection.
“(C) SPECIAL RULE.—Funds received

under this subsection may not be used to pro-

vide services that are otherwise required by law

to be made available to children described in

subparagraph (B) but may be used to coordi-

nate or supplement such services.

“(4) INTEGRATION OF PROFESSIONAL DEVEL-
OPMENT.—To promote the integration of staff sup-

“(E) monitor and evaluate the implementa-
tion of school intervention and support strate-
oies by local educational agencies, including in
the lowest-performing elementary schools and
secondary schools in the State, and use the re-
sults of the evaluation to take appropriate steps
to change or improve interventions or support
strategies as necessary.

SIBILITIES.—The State educational agency shall—
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“(A) make technical assistance available to
local educational agencies that serve schools
1dentified as in need of intervention and sup-
port under paragraph (1)(A);

“(B) if the State educational agency deter-
mines that a local educational agency failed to
carry out its responsibilities under this section,
take such actions as the State educational agen-

“(C) inform local educational agencies of

State review under paragraph (1).

“(b) LOCAL EDUCATIONAL AGENCY REVIEW AND

agency with a school identified as in need of inter-
vention and support under subsection (a)(1)(A)
shall, in consultation with teachers, principals and
other school leaders, school personnel, parents, and
community members—

“(A) conduct a review of such school, in-
cluding by examining the indicators and meas-
ures included in the State-determined account-
ability system described n section
1111(b)(3)(B) to determine the factors that led
to such identification;

“(B) conduct a review of the policies, pro-
cedures, personnel decisions, and budgetary de-
cisions of the local educational agency, includ-
ing the measures on the local educational agen-
¢y and school report cards under section
1111(d) that impact the school and could have
contributed to the identification of the school;

“(C) develop and implement appropriate
intervention and support strategies, as de-
sceribed in paragraph (3), that are proportional
to the identified needs of the school, for assist-

ing the identified school;
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“(D) develop a rigorous comprehensive

plan that will be publicly available and provided

to parents, for ensuring the successful imple-

mentation of the intervention and support strat-

egies described in paragraph (3) in identified

schools, which may include—
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“(1) technical assistance that will be
provided to the school;

“(i1) improved delivery of services to
be provided by the local educational agen-
cy;

“(i11) inereased support for stronger
curriculum, program of instruction, wrap-
around services, or other resources pro-
vided to students in the school;

“(iv) any changes to personnel nec-
essary to improve educational opportunities
for children in the school;

“(v) redesigning how time for student
learning or teacher collaboration is used
within the school;

“(vi) using data to inform instruction

for continuous improvement;
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“(vil) providing increased coaching or
support for principals and other school
leaders and teachers;

“(viil) improving school climate and
safety;

“(ix) providing ongoing mechanisms
for family and community engagement to
improve student learning; and

“(x) establishing partnerships with
entities, including private entities with a
demonstrated record of improving student
achievement, that will assist the local edu-
cational agency in fulfilling its responsibil-
ities under this section; and

“(E) collect and use data on an ongoing

basis to monitor the results of the intervention

and support strategies and adjust such strate-

oies as necessary during implementation in

order to improve student academic achievement.

“(2) NOTICE TO PARENTS.

A local educational

agency shall promptly provide to a parent or parents

of each student enrolled in a school 1dentified as in

need of intervention and support under subsection

(a)(1)(A) in an easily accessible and understandable
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form and, to the extent practicable, in a language

that parents can understand—

“(A) an explanation of what the identifica-
tion means, and how the school compares in
terms of academic achievement and other meas-
ures in the State accountability system under
section 1111(b)(3)(B) to other schools served
by the local educational agency and the State
educational agency involved;

“(B) the reasons for the identification;

“(C) an explanation of what the local edu-
cational agency or State educational agency is
doing to help the school address student aca-
demic achievement and other measures, includ-
ing a description of the intervention and sup-
port strategies developed wunder paragraph
(1)(C) that will be implemented in the school;

“(D) an explanation of how the parents
can become involved in addressing academic
achievement and other measures that caused
the school to be identified; and

“(E) an explanation of the parents’ option
to transfer their child to another public school

under paragraph (4), if applicable.
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SCHOOL INTERVENTION AND SUPPORT

“(A) IN GENERAL.—Consistent with sub-

section (a)(1) and paragraph (1), a local edu-

cational agency shall develop and implement

evidence-based intervention and support strate-

oies for an identified school that the local edu-

cational agency determines appropriate to ad-

dress the needs of students in such 1dentified

school, which shall—
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“(1) be designed to address the spe-
cific reasons for identification, as described
in subparagraphs (A) and (B) of para-
oraph (1);

“(i1) be implemented, at a minimum,
in a manner that is proportional to the
specific reasons for identification, as de-

“(m) distinguish between the lowest-
performing schools and other schools iden-
tified as in need of intervention and sup-
port for other reasons, including schools
with categories of students, as defined in

“(B) STATE DETERMINED STRATEGIES.

Consistent with State law, a State educational
agency may establish alternative evidence-based
State determined strategies that can be used by
local educational agencies to assist a school
identified as in need of intervention and sup-
port under subsection (a)(1)(A), in addition to
the assistance strategies developed by a local
educational agency under subparagraph (A).
“(4) PUBLIC SCHOOL CHOICE.—

“(A) IN GENERAL.—A local educational
agency may provide all students enrolled in a
school identified as in need of intervention and
support under subsection (a)(1)(A) with the op-
tion to transfer to another public school served
by the local educational agency, unless such an
option is prohibited by State law.

“(B) PrRIORITY.—In providing students the
option to transfer to another public school, the
local educational agency shall give priority to

“(C) TREATMENT.—Students who use the
option to transfer to another public school shall
be enrolled in classes and other activities in the
public school to which the students transfer in
the same manner as all other children at the
public school.

“(D) SPECIAL RULE.—A local educational
agency shall permit a child who transfers to an-
other public school under this paragraph to re-
main in that school until the child has com-
pleted the highest grade in that school.

“(E) FUNDING FOR TRANSPORTATION.—A
local educational agency may spend an amount
equal to not more than 5 percent of its alloca-
tion under subpart 2 to pay for the provision of
transportation for students who transfer under
this paragraph to the public schools to which
the students transfer.

“(5) PROHIBITIONS ON FEDERAL INTER-

FERENCE WITH STATE AND LOCAL DECISIONS.—

ize or permit the Secretary to establish any criterion

that specifies, defines, or prescribes—

strategy that States or local educational agen-

“(A) GRANTS AUTHORIZED.—From the
total amount appropriated under section
1002(f) for a fiscal year, the Secretary shall
award grants to States and the Bureau of In-
dian Education of the Department of the Inte-
rior, through an allotment as determined under
subparagraph (B), to carry out the activities
described in this subsection.

“(B)  ALLOTMENTS.
amount appropriated under section 1002(f) for
a fiscal year, the Secretary shall allot to each
State, the Bureau of Indian Education of the

“(3) STATE ADMINISTRATION; TECHNICAL AS-

SISTANCE; EXCEPTION.—

“(A) IN GENERAL.—A State that receives
an allotment under this subsection may reserve
not more than a total of 5 percent of such allot-
ment for the administration of this subsection
to carry out its responsibilities under subsection
(a)(2) to support school and local educational
agency interventions and supports, which may
include activities aimed at building State capac-
ity to support and monitor the local educational
agency and school intervention and supports.

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tem conducted under subparagraph (A) or (B) of
paragraph (1) shall include feedback on such system
from education stakeholders, which shall cover infor-
mation such as—

“(A) how educators, school leaders, and
administrators use assessment data to improve
and differentiate instruction;

“(B) the timing of release of assessment
data;

“(C) the extent to which assessment data
18 presented in an accessible and understand-
able format for educators, school leaders, par-
ents, students (if appropriate), and the commu-
nity;

“(D) the opportunities, resources, and
training educators and administrators are given
to review assessment results and make effective
use of assessment data;

“(E) the distribution of technological re-
sources and personnel necessary to administer
assessments;

“(F) the amount of time educators spend

on assessment preparation;
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“(G) the assessments that administrators,
educators, parents, and students, if appropriate,
do and do not find useful;

“(H) the amount of time students spend
taking the assessments; and

“(I) other information as appropriate.

“(6) STATE PLAN ON AUDIT FINDINGS.—

“(A) PREPARING THE STATE PLAN.—Not
later than 6 months after a State conducts an
audit under paragraph (1) and based on the re-
sults of such audit, the State shall, in coordina-
tion with the local educational agencies under
the jurisdiction of the State, prepare and sub-
mit to the Secretary, a plan to improve and
streamline State assessment systems and local
assessment systems, including through activities
such as—

“(i) eliminating any assessments that

are not required by section 1111(b)(2)

(such as by buying out the remainder of

procurement contracts with assessment de-

velopers) and that—

“(I) are low-quality;
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“(IT) are not aligned to the chal-
lenging State academic standards
under section 1111(b)(1));

“(IIT) in the case of summative
assessments used for accountability
purposes, are not valid or reliable and
are inconsistent with nationally recog-
nized professional and technical
standards;

“(IV) do not contribute to sys-
tems of improvement for teaching and
learning; or

“(V) are redundant;

“(i1) supporting the dissemination of
best practices from local educational agen-
cies or other States that have successfully
improved assessment quality and efficiency
to improve teaching and learning;

“(1) supporting local educational
agencies or consortia of local educational
agencies to carry out efforts to streamline
local assessment systems and implementing
a regular process of review and evaluation
of assessment use in local educational

agencies;
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“(iv) disseminating the assessment
data in an accessible and understandable
format for educators, parents, and fami-
lies; and

“(v) decreasing time between admin-
istering such State assessments and releas-
ing assessment data.
“(B) CARRY OUT THE STATE PLAN.—A

State shall carry out a State plan as soon as

practicable after the State prepares such State

plan under subparagraph (A) and during each
orant period of a grant described in subsection

(a)(2) that i1s awarded to the State.

“(f) SUBGRANTS TO LOCAL EDUCATIONAL AGEN-
CIES.—

“(1) IN GENERAL.—From the amount awarded
to a State under this section, the State shall reserve
not less than 20 percent of funds to make subgrants
to local educational agencies in the State, or con-
sortia of such local educational agencies, based on
demonstrated need in the agency’s or consortium’s
application to improve assessment quality, use, and
alignment with the challenging State academic

standards under section 1111(b)(1).
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“(2) LOCAL EDUCATIONAL AGENCY APPLICA-
TION.—Each local educational agency, or consortium
of local educational agencies, seeking a subgrant
under this subsection shall submit an application to
the State at such time, in such manner, and con-
taining such other information as determined by the
State.

“(E) improve assessment delivery systems
and schedules, including by increasing access to
technology and exam proctors, where appro-
priate;

“(F) hire instructional coaches, or promote
educators who may receive increased compensa-
tion to serve as Instructional coaches, to sup-
port educators to develop classroom-based as-
sessments, interpret assessment data, and de-
sign instruction; and

“(G) provide for appropriate accommoda-
tions to maximize inclusion of children with dis-
abilities and English learners participating in

assessments.

“(2) DEFINITIONS.—In this section:

“(1) LOCAL ASSESSMENT.—The term ‘local as-
sessment’ means an academic assessment selected
and carried out by a local educational agency that
18 separate from an assessment required by section
1111(b)(2).

“(2) STATE.—The term ‘State’ means each of

the 50 States, the District of Columbia, and the

Commonwealth of Puerto Rico.
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“SEC. 1204. FUNDING.

“(a) NATIONAL ASSESSMENT OF KEDUCATIONAL

PROGRESS.—For the purpose of administering the State

assessments under the National Assessment of Edu-
cational Progress, there are authorized to be appropriated
such sums as may be necessary for fiscal years 2016

through 2021.

“(b) ALLOTMENT OF APPROPRIATED FUNDS.
“(1) From amounts made available for each fis-
cal year under subsection 1002(b) that are equal to

“(2) REMAINDER.—Any amounts made avail-
able for a fiscal year under subsection 1002(b) that

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“(A)(1) To award funds under section 1202
to States selected for such grants, according to
the quality, needs, and scope of the State appli-
cation under that section.

“(ii) In determining the grant amount
under clause (i), the Secretary shall ensure that
a State’s grant shall include an amount that
bears the same relationship to the total funds
available under this paragraph for the fiscal
yvear as the number of students ages 5 through
17 in the State (as determined by the Secretary
on the basis of the most recent satisfactory
data) bears to the total number of such stu-
dents in all States.

“(B) Any amounts remaining after the
Secretary awards funds under subparagraph

(A) shall be allocated to each State that did not
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receive a grant under such subparagraph, in an

amount that bears the same relationship to the

total funds available under this subparagraph

as the number of students ages 5 through 17

in the State (as determined by the Secretary on

the basis of the most recent satisfactory data)
bears to the total number of such students in
all States.

“(¢) STATE DEFINED.—In this section, the term
‘State’ means each of the 50 States, the District of Colum-
bia, and the Commonwealth of Puerto Rico.

“SEC. 1205. INNOVATIVE ASSESSMENT AND ACCOUNT-
ABILITY DEMONSTRATION AUTHORITY.

“(a) INNOVATIVE ASSESSMENT SYSTEM DEFINED.—
The term ‘innovative assessment system’ means a system
of assessments that may include—

“(1) competency-based assessments,
instructionally embedded assessments, interim as-
sessments, cumulative year-end assessments, or per-
formance-based assessments that combine into an
annual summative determination for a student,

“(A) INITIAL PERIOD.—During the initial
3-year period of demonstration authority under
this section, the Secretary shall provide 5 State
educational agencies, subject to meeting the ap-
plication requirements in subsection (¢), with
the authority deseribed in paragraph (1).

“(B) EXPANSION OF DEMONSTRATION AU-
THORITY.—After the end of the initial dem-
onstration period deseribed in subparagraph
(A), the Secretary may provide additional State
educational agencies with demonstration au-

thority described in paragraph (1), if the Sec-
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retary determines that overall the innovative as-

sessment systems have

“(IV) decreasing rates of remedi-
ation for students;

“@i1) been developed in accordance
with the requirements of subsection (c¢), in-

“(C) inform parents of students in partici-
pating local educational agencies about the in-
novative assessment system at the beginning of
each school year during which the innovative
assessment system will be implemented;

“(D) engage and support teachers in devel-
oping and scoring assessments that are part of
the innovative assessment system, including
through the use of high-quality professional de-
velopment, standardized and calibrated scoring
rubriecs, and other strategies, consistent with
relevant nationally recognized professional and
technical standards, to ensure inter-rater reli-
ability and comparability;

SEC. 1016. REPORT ON EDUCATIONAL STABILITY OF CHIL-
DREN IN FOSTER CARE.

(a) IN GENERAL.—Not later than 2 years after the
date of the enactment of this Act, the Secretary of Edu-
cation and the Secretary of Health and Human Services
shall submit to the appropriate committees of Congress
a report that—

(1) describes any barriers to coordination be-
tween local educational agencies and child welfare
agencies, including in Federal law or regulation,
such as the Fostering Connections to Success and
Increasing Adoptions Act of 2008 (Public Law 110-
351; 122 Stat. 3949);

(2) describes the benefits and challenges of
keeping a foster care child in the school of origin
when such child moves to a new school attendance

area as a result of being placed in foster care,
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changing foster care placements, or leaving foster

care, including—
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(A) the academic impact of increased sta-
bility as a result of such child remaining in the
school of origin;

(B) challenges for local educational agen-
cies and child welfare agencies as a result of
such child remaining in the school of origin, in-
cluding challenges associated with transpor-
tation;

(C) estimates of transportation costs if
such child stays in the school of origin; and

(D) an analysis of the most appropriate
entity to pay transportation costs for a foster
care child who is changing or leaving place-
ments and remaining in the school of origin;

(3) examines barriers to credit transfer, includ-

ing awarding partial credit for coursework, for a

child in foster care who 1s changing schools;

(4) examines the impact on local educational

agencies of a local educational agency designating an
individual as a point of contact for a child welfare

agency, including—

(A) the entity most suited to having the re-

sponsibility for outreach on behalf of the edu-
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cation of a child in foster care enrolled in a
school; and

(B) the benefits and limitations of desig-
nating the local educational agency liaison
under section 722(g)(1)(J)(11) of the MeKinney-

Vento Homeless Assistance Act (42 U.S.C.

11432(2)(1)(J)(11)) as the same point of contact

at the local educational agency for children in
foster care;

(5) deseribes the impact of removing children
who are awaiting foster care placement from cov-
erage under subtitle B of title VII of the McKinney-
Vento Homeless Assistance Act (42 U.S.C. 11431 et
seq.); and

(6) examines the extent to which the child wel-
fare system takes into account a child’s educational
stability when determining such child’s foster care
placement.

(b) DEFINITIONS.—For the purposes of this section:

(1) CHILD IN FOSTER CARE.—The term ‘“child
in foster care’”” means a child whose care and place-
ment 1s the responsibility of the agency that admin-
isters a State plan under part B or E of title IV of
the Social Security Act (42 U.S.C. 621 et seq., 670

et seq.), without regard to whether foster care main-
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tenance payments are made under section 472 of the

Social Security Act (42 U.S.C. 672) on behalf of the

child.

(2) SCHOOL OF ORIGIN.—The term ‘““school of
origin”” means, with respect to a child in foster care,
any of the following:

(A) The public school in which the child
was enrolled prior to entry into foster care.

(B) The public school in which the child is
enrolled when a change in foster care placement
oceurs.

(C) The public school the child attended
when last permanently housed, as such term is
used in section 722(g)(3)(G) of the MeKinney-
Vento Homeless Assistance Act (42 U.S.C.
11432(2)(3)(G)), if such child was eligible for
assistance under such Act before the child be-
came a child in foster care.

SEC. 1017. REPORT ON SUBGROUP SAMPLE SIZE.

(a) REPORT.—Not later than 90 days after the date
of enactment of this Act, the Director of the Institute of
Education Sciences shall publish a report on best practices
for determining valid, reliable, and statistically significant
minimum numbers of students for each of the categories

of students, as defined in section 1111(b)(3)(A) of the El-
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ementary and Secondary Education Act of 1965 (20
U.S.C. 6311(b)(3)(A)) (as amended by this Act), for the
purposes of inclusion as categories of students in an ac-
countability system described in section 1111(b)(3) of the
Elementary and Secondary Education Act of 1965 (20
U.S.C. 6311(b)(3)) (as amended by this Act) and how
such minimum number that is determined will not reveal
personally identifiable information about students.

(b) PuBLIC DISSEMINATION.—The Director of the
Institute of Education Sciences shall work with the De-
partment of Education’s existing technical assistance pro-
viders and dissemination networks to ensure that the re-
port described under subsection (a) is widely dissemi-
nated—

(1) to the public, State educational agencies,
local educational agencies, and schools; and

(2) through electronic transfer and other
means, such as posting the report on the website of
the Institute of Education Sciences or in another

relevant place.

TITLE II—HIGH-QUALITY TEACH-
ERS, PRINCIPALS, AND
OTHER SCHOOL LEADERS

SEC. 2001. TRANSFER OF CERTAIN PROVISIONS.

The Act (20 U.S.C. 6301 et seq.) is amended—
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(1) by redesignating subpart 5 of part C of title
IT (20 U.S.C. 6731 et seq.) as subpart 3 of part F
of title IX, as redesignated by section 9106(1), and
moving that subpart to the end of part I of title IX

2368 as sections 9541 through 9548, respectively;

(3) in section 9546(b), as redesignated by para-
oraph (2), by striking the matter following para-
eraph (2) and inserting the following:

“(3) A State law that makes a limitation of li-
ability inapplicable if the civil action was brought by
an officer of a State or local government pursuant
to State or local law.”;

(4) by redesignating subpart 4 of part D of title
IT as subpart 4 of part F of title IX, as redesignated
by section 9105(1), and moving that subpart to fol-
low subpart 3 of part I of title IX, as redesignated
and moved by paragraph (1);

(5) by redesignating section 2441 as section
9551; and

(6) by striking the subpart heading of subpart
4 of part I of title IX, as redesignated by paragraph

(5), and inserting the following:
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“Subpart 4—Internet Safety”.

SEC. 2002. FUND FOR THE IMPROVEMENT OF TEACHING
AND LEARNING.

The Act (20 U.S.C. 6301 et seq.) is amended by

striking title II (as amended by section 2001) and insert-

ing the following:

“TITLE II—PREPARING, TRAIN-
ING, AND RECRUITING HIGH-
QUALITY TEACHERS, PRIN-
CIPALS, AND OTHER SCHOOL
LEADERS

“SEC. 2001. PURPOSE.
“The purpose of this title is to improve student aca-
demic achievement by—

“(1) increasing the ability of local educational
agencies, schools, teachers, principals, and other
school leaders to provide a well-rounded and com-
plete education for all students;

“(2) improving the quality and effectiveness of
teachers, principals, and other school leaders;

“(3) increasing the number of teachers, prin-
cipals, and other school leaders who are effective in
improving student academic achievement in schools;
and

“(4) ensuring that low-income and minority

students are served by effective teachers, principals,
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and other school leaders and have access to a high-
quality instructional program.
“SEC. 2002. DEFINITIONS.

“In this title:

“(1) SCHOOL LEADER RESIDENCY PROGRAM.—
The term ‘school leader residency program’ means a
school-based principal, school leader, or principal
and school leader preparation program in which a
prospective principal or school leader—

“(A) for 1 academic year, engages in sus-
tained and rigorous clinical learning with sub-
stantial leadership responsibilities and an op-
portunity to practice and be evaluated in an au-
thentic school setting; and

“(B) during that academic year:

“(i) participates in research-based
coursework that is integrated with the clin-
ical residency experience; and

“(11) receives ongoing support from a
mentor principal or school leader who is ef-
fective.

“(2) STATE.—The term ‘State’ means each of
the 50 States, the District of Columbia, and the

Commonwealth of Puerto Rico.
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“(3) TEACHER RESIDENCY PROGRAM.—The
term ‘teacher residency program’ means a school-

based teacher preparation program in which a pro-

spective teacher
“(A) for not less than 1 academic year,
teaches alongside an effective teacher, as deter-
mined by a teacher evaluation system imple-
mented under part A (if applicable), who is the
teacher of record for the classroom;
“(B) receives concurrent instruction during
the year described in subparagraph (A)—

“(1) through courses that may be
taught by local educational agency per-
sonnel or by faculty of the teacher prepara-
tion program; and

“(1) in the teaching of the content
area in which the teacher will become cer-
tified or licensed; and
“(C) acquires effective teaching skills, as

demonstrated through completion of a residency
program, or other measure determined by the
State, which may include a teacher performance

assessment.
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“SEC. 2003. AUTHORIZATION OF APPROPRIATIONS.

“(a) GRANTS TO STATES AND LOCAL EDUCATIONAL
AGENCIES.—For the purposes of carrying out part A
(other than section 2105), there are authorized to be ap-
propriated such sums as may be necessary for each of fis-

cal years 2016 through 2021.

“(b) NATIONAL ACTIVITIES.—For the purposes of
carrying out activities authorized under section 2105,
there are authorized to be appropriated such sums as may
be necessary for each of fiscal years 2016 through 2021.

“(¢) TEACHER AND SCHOOL LEADER INCENTIVE
FuNnD.—For the purposes of carrying out part B, there
are authorized to be appropriated such sums as may be
necessary for each of fiscal years 2016 through 2021.

“(d) AMERICAN HISTORY AND CIVICS EDUCATION.—
For the purposes of carrying out part C, there are author-
ized to be appropriated such sums as may be necessary
for each of fiscal years 2016 through 2021.

“(e) LITERACY EDUCATION FOR ALL, RESULTS FOR
THE NATION.—For the purposes of carrying out part D,
there are authorized to be appropriated such sums as may
be necessary for each of fiscal years 2016 through 2021.

“(f) STEM INSTRUCTION AND STUDENT ACHIEVE-
MENT.—For the purposes of carrying out part I, there
are authorized to be appropriated such sums as may be
necessary for each of fiscal years 2016 through 2021.
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“PART A—FUND FOR THE IMPROVEMENT OF
TEACHING AND LEARNING
“SEC. 2101. FORMULA GRANTS TO STATES.

“(a) RESERVATION OF FuUNDS.—From the total

amount appropriated under section 2003(a) for a fiscal

vear, the Secretary shall reserve
“(1) one-half of 1 percent for allotments for the
United States Virgin Islands, Guam, American
Samoa, and the Commonwealth of the Northern
Mariana Islands, to be distributed among those out-
lying areas on the basis of their relative need, as de-
termined by the Secretary, in accordance with the
purpose of this title; and
“(2) one-half of 1 percent for the Secretary of
the Interior for programs under this part in schools
operated or funded by the Bureau of Indian Edu-

cation.

“(b) STATE ALLOTMENTS.
“(1) HOLD HARMLESS.—
“(A) FISCAL YEARS 2016 THROUGII 2021.—
For each of fiscal years 2016 through 2021,
subject to paragraph (2) and subparagraph (C),
from the funds appropriated under section
2003(a) for a fiscal year that remain after the
Secretary makes the reservations under sub-

section (a), the Secretary shall allot to each
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State an amount equal to the total amount that
such State received for fiscal year 2001
under—

“(1) section 2202(b) of this Act (as in
effect on the day before the date of enact-
ment of the No Child Left Behind Act of
2001); and

“(11) section 306 of the Department of
Education Appropriations Act, 2001 (as
enacted into law by section 1(a)(1) of Pub-
lic Law 106-554).

“(B) RATABLE REDUCTION.—If the funds
described in subparagraph (A) are insufficient
to pay the full amounts that all States are eligi-
ble to receive under subparagraph (A) for any
fiscal year, the Secretary shall ratably reduce
those amounts for the fiscal year.

“(C) PERCENTAGE REDUCTION.—For each
of fiscal years 2016 through 2021, the amount
in subparagraph (A) shall be reduced by a per-
centage equal to the product of 14.29 percent
and the number of years between the fiscal year
for which the determination is being made and
fiscal year 2015.

“(2) ALLOTMENT OF ADDITIONAL FUNDS.—
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“(A) IN GENERAL.—Subject to subpara-

oraph (B), for any fiscal year for which the

funds appropriated under section 2003(a) and

not reserved under subsection (a) exceed the

total amount required to make allotments under

paragraph (1), the Secretary shall allot to each

State the sum of—

“(1) an amount that bears the same
relationship to 20 percent of the excess
amount as the number of individuals age 5
through 17 in the State, as determined by
the Secretary on the basis of the most re-
cent satisfactory data, bears to the number
of those individuals in all such States, as
so determined; and

“(11) an amount that bears the same
relationship to 80 percent of the excess
amount as the number of individuals age 5
through 17 from families with incomes
below the poverty line in the State, as de-
termined by the Secretary on the basis of
the most recent satisfactory data, bears to

the number of those individuals in all such

States, as so determined.
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“(B) EXCEPTION.—No State receiving an
allotment under subparagraph (A) may receive
less than one-half of 1 percent of the total ex-
cess amount allotted under such subparagraph
for a fiscal year.

“(3) FISCAL YEAR 2022 AND SUCCEEDING FIS-

CAL YEARS.—For fiscal year 2022 and each of the
succeeding fiscal years, the Secretary shall allot
funds appropriated under section 2003(a) and not
reserved under subsection (a) to each State in ac-
cordance with paragraph (2).

“(4) REALLOTMENT.—If any State does not
apply for an allotment under this subsection for any
fiscal year, the Secretary shall reallot the amount of
the allotment to the remaining States in accordance

with this subsection.

“(¢) STATE USE OF FUNDS.

“(1) IN GENERAL.—Except as provided for
under paragraph (3), each State that receives an al-
lotment under subsection (b) for a fiscal year shall
reserve not less than 95 percent of such allotment
to make subgrants to local educational agencies for
such fiscal year, as deseribed in section 2102.

“(2) STATE ADMINISTRATION.—A State edu-

cational agency may use not more than 1 percent of
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the amount allotted to such State under subsection
(b) for the administrative costs of carrying out such
State educational agency’s responsibilities under this
part.
“(3) PRINCIPALS AND OTHER SCHOOL LEAD-

ERS.—Notwithstanding paragraph (1) and in addi-

tion to funds otherwise available for activities under
paragraph (4), a State educational agency may re-
serve not more than 3 percent of the amount re-
served for subgrants to local educational agencies
under paragraph (1) for activities for principals and
other school leaders described in paragraph (4), if
such reservation would not result in a lower alloca-
tion to local educational agencies under section
2102, as compared to such allocation for the pre-

ceding fiscal year.

“(4) STATE ACTIVITIES.

“(A) IN GENERAL.—The State educational
agency for a State that receives an allotment
under subsection (b) may use funds not re-
served under paragraph (1) to carry out 1 or
more of the activities described in subparagraph
(B), which may be implemented in conjunction
with a State agency of higher education (if such

agencies are separate) and carried out through
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a grant or contract with a for-profit or non-
profit entity, including an institution of higher
education.

“(B) TYPES OF STATE ACTIVITIES.—The
activities described in this subparagraph are the
following:

“(i) Reforming teacher, principal, and
other school leader certification, recertifi-
cation, licensing, or tenure systems or
preparation program standards and ap-
proval processes to ensure that—

“(I) teachers have the necessary
subject matter knowledge and teach-
ing skills, as demonstrated through
measures determined by the State,
which may include teacher perform-
ance assessments, in the academic
subjects that the teachers teach to
help students meet challenging State
academic standards described in sec-
tion 1111(b)(1);

“(IT) principals and other school
leaders have the instructional leader-

ship skills to help teachers teach and
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to help students meet such chal-
lenging State academic standards; and
“(IIT) teacher certification or li-
censing requirements are aligned with
such challenging State academic
standards.

“(i1) Developing, improving, or pro-
viding assistance to local educational agen-
cies to support the design and implementa-
tion of teacher, principal, and other school
leader evaluation and support systems that
are based 1 part on evidence of student
academic achievement, which may include
student growth, and shall include multiple
measures of educator performance and
provide clear, timely, and useful feedback
to teachers, principals, and other schools

leaders, such as by

“(I) developing and dissemi-
nating high-quality evaluation tools,
such as classroom observation rubrics,
and methods, including training and
auditing, for ensuring inter-rater reli-

ability of evaluation results;
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“(IT) developing and providing
training to principals, other school
leaders, coaches, mentors, and eval-
uators on how to accurately differen-
tiate performance, provide useful and
timely feedback, and use evaluation
results to inform decisionmaking

about professional development, im-

provement strategies, and personnel

decisions; and

“(IIT) developing a system for
auditing the quality of evaluation and
support systems.

“(i11) Improving equitable access to ef-
fective teachers, principals, and other
school leaders.

“(iv) Carrying out programs that es-
tablish, expand, or improve alternative
routes for State certification of teachers
(especially for teachers of children with
disabilities, English learners, science, tech-
nology, engineering, mathematics, or other
areas where the State demonstrates a

shortage of educators), principals, and

other school leaders, for
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“(I) individuals with a bacca-
laureate or master’s degree, or other
advanced degree;

“(IT)  mid-career professionals
from other occupations;

“(III) paraprofessionals;

“(IV) former military personnel;
and

“(V) recent graduates of institu-
tions of higher education with records
of academic distinction who dem-
onstrate the potential to become high-
ly effective teachers, principals, or
other school leaders.

“(v) Developing, improving, and im-
plementing mechanisms to assist local edu-
cational agencies and schools in effectively
recruiting and retaining teachers, prin-
cipals, and other school leaders who are ef-
fective in i1mproving student academic
achievement, including highly effective
teachers from underrepresented minority
oroups and teachers with disabilities, such

as through—
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“(I) opportunities for a cadre of
effective teachers to lead evidence-
based professional development for
their peers;

“(IT) career opportunities for
teachers to grow as leaders, icluding
hybrid roles that allow teachers to vol-
untarily serve as mentors or academic
coaches while remaining in the class-
room; and

“(IT)  providing training and
support for teacher leaders and school
leaders who are recruited as part of
instructional leadership teams.

“(vi) Fulfilling the State educational

agency’s responsibilities concerning proper

efficient administration and moni-

toring of the programs carried out under
this part, including provision of technical

assistance to local educational agencies.

“(vi1) Developing, or assisting local

educational agencies in developing—

“(I) teacher advancement initia-
tives that promote professional growth

and emphasize multiple career paths,
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such as school leadership, mentoring,
involvement with school improvement,
and instructional coaching;

“(IT) strategies that provide dif-
ferential pay, or other incentives, to
recruit and retain teachers in high-
need academic subjects and teachers,
principals, or other school leaders, in
low-income schools and school  dis-
tricts, which may include perform-
ance-based pay systems; and

“(IIT) new teacher, principal, and
other school leader induction and
mentoring programs that are evi-
dence-based and designed to—

“(aa) 1mprove classroom in-
struction and student learning
and achievement;

“(bb) increase the retention
of effective teachers, principals,
and other school leaders;

“(ce) improve school leader-
ship to improve classroom in-
struction and student learning

and achievement; and
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“(dd) provide opportunities

for teachers, principals, and
other school leaders who are ex-
perienced, effective, and have
demonstrated an ability to work
with adult learners to be men-
tors.
“(vii1) Providing assistance to local
educational agencies for—

“(I) the development and imple-
mentation of high-quality professional
development programs for principals
that enable the principals to be effec-
tive and prepare all students to meet
the challenging State academic stand-
ards described in section 1111(b)(1);
and

“(IT) the development and sup-
port of other school leadership pro-
orams to develop educational leaders.
“(ix) Supporting efforts to train

teachers, principals, and other school lead-
ers to effectively integrate technology into
curricula and instruction, which may in-

clude blended learning projects that in-
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clude an element of online learning, com-
bined with supervised learning time and
student-led learning, in which the elements
are connected to provide an integrated
learning experience.

“(x) Providing training, technical as-
sistance, and capacity-building to local
educational — agencies that receive a
subgrant under this part.

“(xi) Supporting teacher, principal,
and other school leader residency pro-
orams.

“(xi1) Reforming or improving teach-
er, principal, and other school leader prep-
aration programs.

“(xiil) Supporting the instructional
services provided by school librarians.

“(xiv)  Supporting other activities
identified by the State that are evidence-
based and that meet the purpose of this

title.

“(d) STATE PLAN.—

“(1) IN GENERAL.—In order to receive an allot-

ment under this section for any fiscal year, a State

shall submit a plan to the Secretary, at such time,
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in such manner, and containing such information as
the Secretary may reasonably require.
“(2) ConNTENTS.—Each plan desceribed under

paragraph (1) shall include the following:
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“(A) A description of how the State edu-
cational agency will use funds received under
this title for State-level activities described in
subsection (¢).

“(B) A description of the State’s system of
certification, licensing, and professional growth
and improvement, such as clinical experience
for prospective educators, support for new edu-
cators, professional development, professional
orowth and leadership opportunities, and com-
pensation systems for teachers, principals, and
other educators.

“(C) A description of how activities under
this part are aligned with challenging State aca-
demic standards and State assessments under
section 1111, which may include, as appro-
priate, relevant State early learning and devel-
opmental guidelines, as required under section
658K (¢)(2)(T) of the Child Care and Develop-
ment Block Grant Act of 1990 (42 U.S.C.
9858¢(¢)(2)(T)).
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“(D) A description of how the activities
using funds under this part are expected to im-
prove student achievement.

“(E) If a State educational agency plans
to use funds under this part to improve equi-
table access to effective teachers, principals,
and other school leaders, a description of how
such funds will be used to meet the State’s
commitment described in section 1111(e)(1)(F)
to ensure equitable access to effective teachers,
principals, and school leaders.

“(F) An assurance that the State edu-
cational agency will monitor the implementation
of activities under this part and provide tech-
nical assistance to local educational agencies in
carrying out such activities.

“(G) An assurance that the State edu-
cational agency will work in consultation with
the entity responsible for teacher and principal
professional standards, certification, and licens-
ing for the State, and encourage collaboration
between educator preparation programs, the
State, and local educational agencies to promote
the readiness of new educators entering the

profession.
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“(H) A deseription of how the State edu-

cational agency will improve the skills of teach-
ers, principals, and other school leaders in order
to enable them to identify students with specific
learning needs, particularly students with dis-
abilities, English learners, students who are
oifted and talented, and students with low lit-
eracy levels, and provide instruction based on
the needs of such students.

“(I) A deseription of how the State will use
data and ongoing consultation with and nput
from teachers and teacher organizations, prin-
cipals, other school leaders, specialized instruc-
tional support personnel, parents, community
partners, and (where applicable) institutions of
higher education, to continually update and im-
prove the activities supported under this part.

“(3) CONSULTATION.—In developing the State

plan under this subsection, a State shall—

“(A) involve teachers, teacher organiza-
tions, principals, other school leaders, special-
ized instructional support personnel, parents,
community partners, and other organizations or

partners with relevant and demonstrated exper-
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tise in programs and activities designed to meet
the purpose of this title; and

“(B) seek advice from the individuals, or-
canizations, or partners described in subpara-
oraph (A) regarding how best to improve the

State’s activities to meet the purpose of this

title; and

“(C) coordinate the State’s activities under
this part with other related strategies, pro-
orams, and activities being conducted i the

State.

“(e) PrROoOIBITION.—Nothing in this section shall be
construed to authorize the Secretary or any other officer
or employee of the Federal Government to mandate, di-
rect, or control any of the following:

“(1) The development, improvement, or imple-
mentation of elements of any teacher, principal, or
school leader evaluation systems.

“(2) Any State or local educational agency’s
definition of teacher, principal, or other school lead-
er effectiveness.

“(3) Any teacher, principal, or other school
leader professional standards, certification, or licens-

ng.
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“SEC. 2102. SUBGRANTS TO LOCAL EDUCATIONAL AGEN-

CIES.

“(a) ALLOCATION OF Funxps 1O LocaL Ebpu-

CATIONAL AGENCIES.
“(1) IN GENERAL.—From funds reserved by a
State under section 2101(e)(1) for a fiscal year, the
State, acting through the State educational agency,
shall award subgrants to eligible local educational
agencies from allocations described in paragraph (2).
“(2) ALLOCATION FORMULA.—From the funds
described in paragraph (1), the State educational
agency shall allocate to each of the eligible local edu-
cational agencies in the State for a fiscal year the
sum of—

“(A) an amount that bears the same rela-
tionship to 20 percent of such funds for such
fiscal year as the number of individuals aged 5
through 17 in the geographic area served by the
agency, as determined by the Secretary on the
basis of the most recent satisfactory data, bears
to the number of those individuals in the geo-
oraphic areas served by all eligible local edu-
cational agencies in the State, as so determined;
and

“(B) an amount that bears the same rela-

tionship to 80 percent of the funds for such fis-
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cal year as the number of individuals aged 5
through 17 from families with incomes below
the poverty line in the geographic area served
by the agency, as determined by the Secretary
on the basis of the most recent satisfactory
data, bears to the number of those individuals
in the geographic areas served by all the eligible
local educational agencies in the State, as so
determined.

Of the amounts

“(3) ADMINISTRATIVE COSTS.
allocated to a local educational agency under para-
oraph (2), the local educational agency may use not
more than 2 percent for the direct administrative
costs of carrying out its responsibilities under this
part.

“(4) RULE OF CONSTRUCTION.—Nothing in
this section shall be construed to prohibit a consor-
tium of local educational agencies that are des-
ignated with a school locale code of 41, 42, or 43,
or such local educational agencies designated with a
school locale code of 41, 42, or 43 that work in co-
operation with an educational service agency, from
voluntarily combining allocations received under this
part for the collective use of funding by the consor-

tium for activities under this section.
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“(b) LOCAL APPLICATIONS.

“(1) IN GENERAL.—To be eligible to receive a
subgrant under this section, a local educational
agency shall conduct a needs assessment deseribed
in paragraph (2) and submit an application to the
State educational agency at such time, in such man-
ner, and containing such information as the State
educational agency may reasonably require.

“(2) NEEDS ASSESSMENT.—

“(A) IN GENERAL.—To be eligible to re-
ceive a subgrant under this section, a local edu-
cational agency shall periodically conduct a
comprehensive needs assessment of the local
educational agency and of all schools served by
the local educational agency.

“(B) REQUIREMENTS.—The needs assess-
ment under subparagraph (A) shall be designed
to determine the schools with the most acute
staffing needs related to—

“(1) increasing the number of teach-
ers, principals, and other school leaders
who are effective in improving student aca-
demic achievement;

“(i1) ensuring that low-income and mi-

nority students are not disproportionately
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served by ineffective teachers, principals,
and other school leaders;

“(i11) ensuring that low-income and
minority students have access to a high-
quality instructional program and appro-
priate class sizes that are evidence-based;

“(iv) hiring, retention, and advance-
ment and leadership opportunities for ef-
fective teachers, principals, and other
school leaders;

“(v) supporting and developing all
educators, 1including preschool, kinder-
carten, elementary, middle, or high school
teachers (including special education teach-
ers), principals, other school leaders, early
childhood directors, specialized instruc-
tional support personnel, paraprofessionals,
or other staff members who provide or di-
rectly support instruction;

“(vi) understanding and using data
and assessments to improve student learn-
ing and classroom practice;

“(vii) improving student behavior, in-
cluding the response of teachers, prin-

cipals, and other school leaders to student
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behavior, in the classroom and school, n-
cluding the identification of early and ap-
propriate interventions, which may include
positive behavioral interventions and sup-
ports;

“(viil) teaching students who are
English learners, children who are in early
childhood education programs, children
with disabilities, American Indian children,
Alaskan Native children, and gifted and
talented students;

“(ix) ensuring funds are used to sup-
port schools served by the local educational
agency that are identified under section
1114(a)(1)(A) and schools with high per-
centages or numbers of children counted
under section 1124(c);

“(x) improving the academic and non-
academic skills of all students essential for
learning readiness and academic success;
and

“(x1) any other evidence-based factors
that the local educational agency deter-
mines are appropriate to meet the needs of

schools within the jurisdiction of the local
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educational agency and meet the purpose

of this title.

“(3) CONSULTATION.—

“(A) IN GENERAL.—In conducting a needs

assessment described in paragraph (2), a local

educational agency shall—

“(1) involve teachers, teacher organi-
zations, principals, and other school lead-
ers, specialized instructional support per-
sonnel, parents, community partners, and
others with relevant and demonstrated ex-
pertise in programs and activities designed
to meet the purpose of this title; and

“(11) take into account the activities
that need to be conducted i order to give
teachers, principals, and other school lead-
ers the skills to provide students with the
opportunity to meet challenging State aca-
demic standards described in  section
1111(b)(1).

“(B) CONTINUED CONSULTATION.—A local

educational agency receiving a subgrant under

this section shall consult with such individuals

and organizations described in subparagraph

(A) on an ongoing basis in order to—
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“(1) seek advice regarding how best to
improve the local educational agency’s ac-
tivities to meet the purpose of this title;

and
“(11) coordinate the local educational
agency’s activities under this part with
other related strategies, programs, and ac-
tivities being conducted in the community.
“(4) CONTENTS OF APPLICATION.—Each appli-
cation submitted under paragraph (1) shall be based
on the results of the needs assessment required
under paragraph (2) and shall include the following:

“(A) A description of the results of the
comprehensive needs assessment carried out
under paragraph (2).

“(B) A description of the activities to be
carried out by the local educational agency
under this section and how these activities will
be aligned with the challenging State academic
standards described in section 1111(b)(1).

“(C) A description of how such activities
will comply with the principles of effectiveness
described 1n section 2103(¢).

“(D) A deseription of the activities, includ-

ing professional development, that will be made
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available to meet needs identified by the needs
assessment described in paragraph (2).

“(E) A description of the local educational
agency’s systems of hiring and professional
orowth and improvement, such as induction for
teachers, principals, and other school leaders.

“(F) A description of how the local edu-
cational agency will support efforts to train
teachers, principals, and other school leaders to
effectively integrate technology into curricula
and instruction.

“(G) A description of how the local edu-
cational agency will prioritize funds to schools
served by the agency that are identified under
section 1114(a)(1)(A) and have the highest per-
centage or number of children counted under
section 1124(c¢).

“(H) Where a local educational agency has
a significant number of schools identified under
section 1114(a)(1)(A), as determined by the
State, a description of how the local educational
agency will seek the input of the State edu-
cational agency in planning and implementing

activities under this part.
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“(I) An assurance that the local edu-
cational agency will comply with section 9501
(regarding participation by private school chil-
dren and teachers).

“(J) An assurance that the local edu-
cational agency will coordinate professional de-
velopment activities authorized under this part
with professional development activities pro-
vided through other Kederal, State, and local
prograims.

“SEC. 2103. LOCAL USE OF FUNDS.

“(a) IN GENERAL.—A local educational agency that
receives a subgrant under section 2102 shall use the funds
made available through the subgrant to develop, imple-
ment, and evaluate comprehensive, evidence-based pro-
orams and activities described in subsection (b), which
may be carried out through a grant or contract with a
for-profit or nonprofit entity, in partnership with an insti-
tution of higher education, or in partnership with an In-
dian tribe or tribal organization (as defined under section
4 of the Indian Self-Determination and Education Assist-

ance Act (25 U.S.C. 450D)).

“(b) TYPES OF ACTIVITIES.—The activities described

m this subsection—
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“(1) shall meet the needs identified in the needs
assessment described in section 2102(b)(2);

“(2) shall be in accordance with the purpose of
this title, evidence-based, and consistent with the
principles of effectiveness described in subsection
(e);

“(3) shall address the learning needs of all stu-
dents, including children with disabilities, English

learners, and gifted and talented students; and
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“(4) may include, among other programs and

activities—

“(A) developing or improving a rigorous,
transparent, and fair evaluation and support
system for teachers, principals, and other school
leaders that is based in part on evidence of stu-
dent achievement, which may include student
orowth, and shall include multiple measures of
educator performance and provide clear, timely,
and useful feedback to teachers, principals, and
other schools leaders;

“(B) developing and implementing initia-
tives to assist in recruiting, hiring, and retain-
ing highly effective teachers, principals, and
other school leaders, particularly in low-income

schools with high percentages of ineffective
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teachers and high percentages of students who

do not meet the challenging State academic

standards described in section 1111(b)(1), to

improve within-district equity in the distribu-

tion of teachers, principals, and school leaders

consistent with the requirements of section

1111(e)(1)(F), such as initiatives that pro-

vide—

“(1) expert help in screening can-
didates and enabling early hiring;

“(i1) differential and incentive pay for
teachers, principals, and other school lead-
ers in high-need academic subject areas
and specialty areas, which may include
performance-based pay systems;

“(ii1) teacher, paraprofessional, prin-
cipal, and other school leader advancement
and professional growth, and an emphasis
on leadership opportunities, multiple career
paths and pay differentiation;

“(iv) new teacher, principal, and other
school leader induction and mentoring pro-

orams that are designed to—
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“(I) improve classroom instruc-
tion and student learning and achieve-
ment;

“(II) increase the retention of ef-
fective teachers, principals, and other
school leaders;

“(ITI) improve school leadership
to improve classroom instruction and
student learning and achievement;
and

“(IV) provide opportunities for
mentor teachers, principals, and other
educators who are experienced, effec-
tive, and have demonstrated an ability
to work with adult learners;

“(v) the development and provision of
training for school leaders, coaches, men-
tors and evaluators on how to accurately
differentiate performance, provide useful
feedback, and use evaluation results to in-
form decisionmaking about professional de-
velopment, 1mprovement strategies, and
personnel decisions; and

“(vi) a system for auditing the quality

of evaluation and support systems;
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“(C) recruiting qualified individuals from
other fields to become teachers, principals, or
other school leaders including mid-career pro-
fessionals from other occupations, former mili-
tary personnel, and recent graduates of institu-
tions of higher education with a record of aca-
demic distinction who demonstrate potential to
become effective teachers, principals, or other
school leaders;

“(D) reducing class size to an evidence-
based level to improve student achievement
through the recruiting and hiring of additional
effective teachers;

“(E) providing high-quality, personalized
professional development for teachers, instruc-
tional leadership teams, principals, and other
school leaders, focused on improving teaching
and student learning and achievement, includ-
ing supporting efforts to train teachers, prin-
cipals, and other school leaders to—

“(1) effectively integrate technology
into curricula and instruction;
“(i1) use data from such technology to

improve student achievement;
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“(ii1) effectively engage parents, fami-
lies and community partners, and coordi-
nate services between school and commu-
nity; and

“(v) help all students develop the
academic and nonacademic skills essential
for learning readiness and academic suc-
cess;

“(F) developing programs and activities
that increase the ability of teachers to effec-
tively teach children with disabilities, including
children with significant cognitive disabilities,
which may include the use of multi-tier systems
of support and positive behavioral intervention
and supports, and students who are English
learners, so that such children with disabilities
and students who are English learners can meet
the challenging State academic standards de-
scribed in section 1111(b)(1);

“(G) providing programs and activities to
increase the knowledge base of teachers and
principals on instruction in the early grades,
and strategies to measure whether young chil-
dren are progressing, which may include pro-

viding joint professional learning activities for
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school staff and educators in preschool pro-
orams that address the transition to elementary
school;

“(H) providing training, technical assist-
ance, and capacity-building in local educational
agencies to assist teachers and school leaders
with selecting and implementing formative as-
sessments, designing classroom-based assess-
ments, and in using data from such assess-
ments to improve instruction and student aca-
demic achievement, which may include pro-
viding additional time for teachers to review
student data and respond, as appropriate;

“(I) supporting teacher, principal, and
school leader residency programs;

“(J) reforming or improving teacher, prin-
cipal, and other school leader preparation pro-
orams;

“(K) carrying out in-service training for
school personnel in—

“(1) the techniques and supports need-
ed for early identification of children with
trauma histories, and children with, or at

risk of, mental illness;
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“(11) the use of referral mechanisms
that effectively link such children to appro-
priate treatment and intervention services
in the school and in the community, where
appropriate; and

“(i11) forming partnerships between
school-based mental health programs and
public or private mental health organiza-
tions;

“(Li) providing training to support the
identification of students who are gifted and
talented, including high-ability students who
have not been formally identified for gifted edu-
cation services, and implementing instructional
practices that support the education of such
students, such as early entrance to Kinder-
carten, enrichment, acceleration, and cur-
riculum compacting activities, and dual enroll-
ment in secondary school and postsecondary
education;

“(M) supporting the instructional services
provided by school librarians;

“(N) providing general liability insurance
coverage for teachers related to actions per-

formed 1n the scope of their duties; and
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“(0) carrying out other evidence-based ac-
tivities identified by the local educational agen-
cies that meet the purpose of this title.

“(¢) PRINCIPLES OF EFFECTIVENESS.—

“(1) IN GENERAL.—For a program or activity
supported with funds provided under this part to
meet the principles of effectiveness, such program or
activity shall—

“(A) be based upon an assessment of ob-
jective data regarding the need for programs
and activities in the schools to be served to—

“(1) increase the number of teachers,
principals, and other school leaders who
are effective in improving student academic
achievement;

“(11) ensure that low-income and mi-
nority students are served by effective
teachers, principals, and other school lead-
ers; and

“(111) ensure that low-income and mi-
nority students have access to a high-qual-
ity instructional program;

“(B) be based upon established and evi-

dence-based criteria—
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“(1) aimed at ensuring that all stu-
dents receive a high-quality education
taught by effective teachers and attend
schools led by effective principals and other
school leaders; and

“(i1) that result in improved student
academic achievement in the school served
by the program or activity; and
“(C) include meaningful and ongoing con-

sultation with and input from teachers, teacher
organizations, principals, other school leaders,
specialized instructional support personnel, par-
ents, community partners, and (where applica-
ble) institutions of higher education, in the de-
velopment of the application and administration
of the program or activity.

“(2) PERIODIC EVALUATION.—

“(A) IN GENERAL.—A program or activity
carried out under this section shall undergo a
periodic evaluation to assess its progress toward
achieving the goal of providing students with a
high-quality education, taught by effective
teachers, in schools led by effective principals
and school leaders that results in improved stu-

dent academic achievement.
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“(B) USE OF RESULTS.—The results of an
evaluation described in subparagraph (A) shall
be—

“(1) wused to refine, improve, and
strengthen the program or activity, and to
refine the criteria described in paragraph
(1)(B); and

“(i1) made available to the public upon
request, with public notice of such avail-
ability provided.

“(3) ProHIBITION.—Nothing in this subsection
shall be construed to authorize the Secretary or any
other officer or employee of the Federal Government
to mandate, direct, or control the principles of effec-
tiveness developed by local educational agencies
under paragraph (1) or the specific programs or ac-
tivities that will be implemented by a local edu-
cational agency.

“SEC. 2104. REPORTING.

“(a) STATE REPORT.—Each State educational agen-
¢y receiving funds under this part shall annually submit
to the Secretary a report that provides—

“(1) the number and percent of teachers, prin-
cipals, and other school leaders in the State and

each local educational agency in the State who are
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licensed or certified, provided such information does

not reveal personally identifiable information;

“(2) the first-time passage rate of teachers and
principals in the State and each local educational
agency in the State on teacher and principal licen-
sure examinations, provided such information does
not reveal personally identifiable information;

“(3) a description of how chosen professional
development activities improved teacher and prin-
cipal performance; and

“(4) 1if funds are used under this part to im-
prove equitable access to teachers, principals, and
other school leaders for low-income and minority
students, a description of how funds have been used
to improve such access.

“(b) LocAL EDUCATIONAL AGENCY REPORT.—Each
local educational agency receiving funds under this part
shall submit to the State educational agency such informa-
tion that the State requires, which shall include the infor-
mation described in subsection (a) for the local edu-
cational agency.

“(¢) AVATLABILITY.—The reports and information
provided under subsections (a) and (b) shall be made read-

ily available to the public.
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“(d) LamrrATION.—The reports and information pro-
vided under subsections (a) and (b) shall not reveal per-
sonally identifiable information about any individual.

“SEC. 2105. NATIONAL ACTIVITIES OF DEMONSTRATED EF-
FECTIVENESS.
“(a) IN GENERAL.—From the funds appropriated

under section 2003(b) to carry out this section, the Sec-

retary-
“(1) may reserve not more than 20 percent to

carry out activities under subsection (b);

“(2) shall reserve not less than 40 percent to
carry out activities under subsection (c¢); and
“(3) shall reserve not less than 40 percent to

carry out activities under subsection (d).

“(b) TECHNICAL ASSISTANCE AND NATIONAL EVAL-
UATION.—From the funds reserved by the Secretary
under subsection (a)(1), the Secretary may carry out—

“(1) technical assistance to States and local
educational agencies carrying out activities under
this part, which may be ecarried out directly or
through erants and contracts; and

“(2) evaluations of activities carried out by

States and local educational agencies under this

part, which shall be conducted by a third party or

by the Institute of Education Sciences.
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“(¢) PROGRAMS OF NATIONAL SIGNIFICANCE.—

“(1) IN GENERAL.—From the funds reserved
by the Secretary under subsection (a)(2), the Sec-
retary shall award grants, on a competitive basis, to

eligible entities for the purposes of—
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“(A) providing teachers, principals, and
other school leaders from nontraditional prepa-
ration and certification routes or pathways to
serve 1n traditionally underserved local edu-
cational agencies;

“(B) providing evidence-based professional
development activities that addresses literacy,
numeracy, remedial, or other needs of local edu-
cational agencies and the students the agencies
serve;

“(C) making freely available services and
learning opportunities to local educational agen-
cies, through partnerships and cooperative
agreements or by making the services or oppor-
tunities publicly accessible through electronic
means; or

“(D) providing teachers, principals, and
other school leaders with evidence-based profes-

sional enhancement activities, which may in-
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clude activities that lead to an advanced creden-
tial.

“(2) PROGRAM PERIODS AND DIVERSITY OF

PROJECTS.—

“(A) IN GENERAL.—A grant awarded by
the Secretary to an eligible entity under this
subsection shall be for a period of not more
than 3 years.

“(B) RENEWAL.—The Secretary may
renew a grant awarded under this subsection
for 1 additional 2-year period.

In award-

“(C) DIVERSITY OF PROJECTS.
ing grants under this subsection, the Secretary
shall ensure that, to the extent practicable,
orants are distributed among eligible entities
that will serve geographically diverse areas, in-
cluding urban, suburban, and rural areas.

“(D) LaMITATION.—The Secretary shall
not award more than 1 grant under this sub-
section to an eligible entity during a grant com-
petition.

“(3) COST-SHARING.—

“(A) IN GENERAL.—An eligible entity that

receives a grant under this subsection shall pro-

vide, from non-Federal sources, not less than
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25 percent of the funds for the total cost for

each year of activities carried out under this
subsection.

“(B) ACCEPTABLE CONTRIBUTIONS.—An
eligible entity that receives a grant under this
subsection may meet the requirement of sub-
paragraph (A) by providing contributions in
cash or in-kind, fairly evaluated, including

plant, equipment, and services.

“(C) WAIVERS.—The Secretary may waive
or modify the requirement of subparagraph (A)
in cases of demonstrated financial hardship.
“(4) APPLICATIONS.—In order to receive a

erant under this subsection, an eligible entity shall

submit an application to the Secretary at such time,
in such manner, and containing such information
that the Secretary may reasonably require. Such ap-
plication shall include, at a minimum, a certification
that the services provided by an eligible entity under
the grant to a local educational agency or to a school
served by the local educational agency will not result
in direct fees for participating students or parents.

“(5) DEFINITION OF ELIGIBLE ENTITY.—In

this subsection, the term ‘eligible entity’ means—
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“(A) an institution of higher education
that provides course materials or resources that
are evidence-based 1In 1increasing academic
achievement, graduation rates, or rates of post-
secondary education matriculation;

“(B) a mnational nonprofit entity with a
demonstrated track record of raising student
academic achievement, graduation rates, and
rates of higher education attendance, matricula-
tion, or completion, or of effectiveness in pro-
viding preparation and professional development
activities and programs for teachers, principals,
and other school leaders; or

“(C) a partnership consisting of—

“(1) 1 or more entities described in
subparagraph (A) or (B); and
“(i1) a for-profit entity.
“(d) ScHOOL LEADER RECRUITMENT AND SUPPORT
PROGRAMS.—

“(1) IN GENERAL.—From the funds reserved
by the Secretary under subsection (a)(3), the Sec-
retary shall award grants, on a competitive basis to
eligible entities to enable such entities to improve

the recruitment, preparation, placement, support,
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and retention of effective principals and other school

leaders in high-need schools, which may include—

“(A) developing or implementing leader-
ship training programs designed to prepare and
support principals and other school leaders in
high-need schools, including through new or al-
ternative pathways and school leader residency
programs;

“(B) developing or implementing programs
or activities for recruiting, selecting, and devel-
oping aspiring or current principals and other
school leaders to serve in high-need schools;

“(C) developing or implementing programs
for recruiting, developing, and placing school
leaders to mmprove schools identified for inter-
vention and support under section
1114(a)(1)(A), including through cohort-based
activities that build effective instructional and
school leadership teams and develop a school
culture, design, instructional program, and pro-
fessional development program focused on 1m-
proving student learning;

“(D) providing continuous professional de-
velopment for principals and other school lead-

ers in high-need schools;
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“(E) developing and disseminating infor-
mation on best practices and strategies for ef-
fective school leadership in high-need schools;
and

“(F) other evidence-based programs or ac-
tivities described in section 2101(¢)(3) or sec-
tion 2103(b)(4) focused on principals and other
school leaders in high-need schools.

“(2) PROGRAM PERIODS AND DIVERSITY OF

PROJECTS.—

“(A) IN GENERAL.—A grant awarded by
the Secretary to an eligible entity under this
subsection shall be for a period of not more
than 5 years.

“(B) RENEWAL.—The Secretary may
renew a grant awarded under this subsection
for 1 additional 2-year period.

In award-

“(C) DIVERSITY OF PROJECTS.
ing grants under this subsection, the Secretary
shall ensure that, to the extent practicable,
orants are distributed among eligible entities
that will serve geographically diverse areas, in-
cluding urban, suburban, and rural areas.

“(D) LaMmITATION.—The Secretary shall

not award more than 1 grant under this sub-
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section to an eligible entity during a grant com-
petition.
“(3) COST-SHARING.—

“(A) IN GENERAL.—An eligible entity that
receives a grant under this subsection shall pro-
vide, from non-Federal sources, not less than
25 percent of the funds for the total cost for
each year of activities carried out under this
subsection.

“(B) ACCEPTABLE CONTRIBUTIONS.—An
eligible entity that receives a grant under this
subsection may meet the requirement of sub-
paragraph (A) by providing contributions in
cash or in-kind, fairly evaluated, including

plant, equipment, and services.

“(C) WAIVERS.—The Secretary may waive
or modify the requirement of subparagraph (A)
in cases of demonstrated financial hardship.
“(4) APPLICATIONS.—An eligible entity that de-

sires a grant under this subsection shall submit to

the Secretary an application at such time, in such
manner, and accompanied by such information as
the Secretary may require.

“(5) Pr1ORITY.—In awarding grants under this

subsection, the Secretary shall give priority to an eli-
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eible entity with a record of preparing or developing
principals who—
“(A) have improved school-level student
outcomes;
“(B) have become principals in high-need
schools; and
“(C) remain principals in high-need schools

for multiple years.

“(6) DEFINITIONS.—In this subsection—
“(A) the term ‘eligible entity’ means—

“(1) a local educational agency, includ-
ing an educational service agency, that
serves a high-need school or a consortium
of such agencies;

“(i1) a State educational agency or a
consortium of such agencies;

“(iii) a State educational agency in
partnership with 1 or more local edu-
cational agencies or educational service
agencies that serve a high-need school; or

“(iv) an entity described in clause (i),
(i1), or (111) in partnership with 1 or more
nonprofit organizations or institutions of
higher education; and

“(B) the term ‘high-need school’ means—
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“(1) an elementary school in which not
less than 50 percent of the enrolled stu-
dents are from families with incomes below
the poverty line; or

“(1) a high school in which not less
than 40 percent of the enrolled students
are from families with incomes below the
poverty line.

“SEC. 2106. SUPPLEMENT, NOT SUPPLANT.

“Funds made available under this part shall be used
to supplement, and not supplant, non-Federal funds that
would otherwise be used for activities authorized under
this part.

“PART B—TEACHER AND SCHOOL LEADER

INCENTIVE PROGRAM
“SEC. 2201. PURPOSES; DEFINITIONS.

“(a) PURPOSES.

The purposes of this part are—
“(1) to assist States, local educational agencies,
and nonprofit organizations to develop, implement,
improve, or expand comprehensive performance-
based compensation systems or human capital man-
agement systems for teachers, principals, and other
school leaders (especially for teachers, principals,
and other school leaders in high-need schools) who

raise student academic achievement and close the
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achievement gap between high- and low-performing
students; and

“(2) to study and review performance-based
compensation systems or human capital manage-
ment systems for teachers, principals, and other
school leaders to evaluate the effectiveness, fairness,
quality, consistency, and reliability of the systems.

“(b) DEFINITIONS.

In this part:
“(1) ELIGIBLE ENTITY.—The term ‘eligible en-
tity’ means—
“(A) a local educational agency, including
a charter school that 1s a local educational
agency, or a consortium of local educational
agencies;
“(B) a State educational agency or other
State agency designated by the chief executive
of a State to participate under this part; or
“(C) a partnership consisting of—
“(1) 1 or more agencies described in
subparagraph (A) or (B); and
“(i1) at least 1 nonprofit or for-profit
entity.
“(2) HIGH-NEED LOCAL EDUCATIONAL AGEN-

CY.—The term ‘high-need local educational agency’
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means a local educational agency, public charter
school, or charter management organization—

“(A) that serves not fewer than 10,000
children from families with incomes below the
poverty line; or

“(B) for which not less than 20 percent of
the children served by the agency, school, or or-
canization are from families with incomes below
the poverty line.

“(3) HiGI-NEED SCHOOL.—The term ‘high-
need school’ means a public elementary school or
secondary school that is located in an area in which
the percentage of students from families with in-
comes below the poverty line is 30 percent or more.

“(4) HUMAN CAPITAL MANAGEMENT SYSTEM.—
The term ‘human capital management system’
means a system—

“(A) by which a local educational agency
makes and implements human capital decisions,
such as decisions on preparation, recruitment,
hiring, placement, retention, dismissal, com-
pensation, professional development, tenure,
and promotion; and

“(B) that includes a performance-based

compensation system.
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“(5)  PERFORMANCE-BASED  COMPENSATION
SYSTEM.—The term ‘performance-based compensa-
tion system’ means a system of compensation for
teachers, principals, and other school leaders that—
“(A) differentiates levels of compensation
based In part on measurable Increases in stu-
dent academic achievement; and
“(B) may include—

“(1) differentiated levels of compensa-
tion, which may include bonus pay, on the
basis of the employment responsibilities
and success of effective teachers, prin-
cipals, and other school leaders in hard-to-
staff schools or high-need subject areas;
and

“(11) recognition of the skills and
knowledge of teachers, principals, and
other school leaders as demonstrated
through—

“(I) successful fulfillment of ad-
ditional responsibilities or job func-
tions, such as teacher leadership roles;
and

“(II)  evidence of professional

achievement and mastery of content
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knowledge and superior teaching and
leadership skills.
“SEC. 2202. TEACHER AND SCHOOL LEADER INCENTIVE
FUND GRANTS.

“(a) GRANTS AUTHORIZED.—From the amounts ap-
propriated to carry out this part, the Secretary shall
award grants, on a competitive basis, to eligible entities
to enable the eligible entities to develop, implement, im-
prove, or expand performance-based compensation sys-
tems or human capital management systems, in schools
served by the eligible entity.

“(b) DURATION OF GRANTS.—

“(1) IN GENERAL.—A grant awarded under

this part shall be for a period of not more than 3

years.

“(2) RENEWAL.—The Secretary may renew a
orant awarded under this part for a period of up to

2 years if the grantee demonstrates to the Secretary

that the grantee is effectively utilizing funds. Such

renewal may include allowing the grantee to scale up
or replicate the successful program.
“(3) LaMITATION.—A local educational agency

may receive (whether individually or as part of a

consortium or partnership) a grant under this part
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only twice, as of the date of enactment of the Every
Child Achieves Act of 2015.

“(¢) APPLICATIONS.

An eligible entity desiring a

rant under this part shall submit an application to the
Secretary, at such time, in such manner, and containing
such information as the Secretary may reasonably require.

The application shall include—

“(1) a deseription of the performance-based
compensation system or human capital management
system that the eligible entity proposes to develop,
implement, improve, or expand through the grant;

“(2) a description of the most pressing gaps or
insufficiencies in student access to effective teachers
and school leaders in high-need schools, including
caps or inequities in how effective teachers and
school leaders are distributed across the local edu-
cational agency, as identified using factors such as
data on school resources, staffing patterns, school
environment, educator support systems and other
school level factors;

“(3) a description and evidence of the support
and commitment from teachers, principals, and
other school leaders, which may include charter
school leaders, in the school (including organizations

representing teachers, principals, and other school
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leaders), the community, and the local educational
agency to the activities proposed under the grant;

“(4) a description of how the eligible entity will
develop and implement a fair, rigorous, valid, reli-
able, and objective process to evaluate teacher, prin-
cipal, school leader, and student performance under
the system that is based in part on measures of stu-
dent academic achievement, including the baseline
performance against which evaluations of 1improved
performance will be made;

“(5) a description of the local educational agen-
cies or schools to be served under the grant, includ-
ing such student academic achievement, demo-
oraphic, and socioeconomic information as the Sec-
retary may request;

“(6) a description of the quality of teachers,
principals, and other school leaders in the local edu-
cational agency and the schools to be served under
the grant and the extent to which th
